1. This was said with primary refer- 
ence to the captive church in Babylon; 
cut off from human aid, and abandoned 
to the will of her enemies, she was in- 
clined to despondency, as though God 
Himself had forgotten His promises or 
was unable to fulfill them. It was in 
prospect of this that Isaiah was inspired 
to deliver and record for his admonition 
and encourage a considerable part of his 
interesting prophecy; and, among the 
most’ interesting parts of it, the passage 
which includes the text: “Why sayest 
thou, O Jacob, and speakest, O Israel, 
My way is hid from the Lord, and my 
judgment is passed over from my God? 
Hast thou not known, hast thou not 
heard, that the everlasting God, the Lord, 
the Creator of the ends of the earth, 
fainteth not, neither is weary? There is 
no searching of his understanding. (He 
giveth power to the faint, and to them 
that have no might he _ increaseth 
strength.) Even the youths shall faint 
and be weary, and the young man shall 
utterly fall, but they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; they 
shall mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run and not be weary; and 
they shall walk, and not faint.” 

These animating assurances and ap- 
peals are no less applicable to us (and to 
_ the people of God in all ages) than they 
were to the Jewish captives. Our strength, 
both for the purposes of our individual 
existence in the present world, and for the 
cause to which the true Israel from age 
to age is devoted, is not in ourselves, but 
in God alone. As this is obviously true 
with reference to whatever natural 
strength of body and of mind is neces- 
sary for these purposes, so also it is true 
especially and, as I apprehend, according 
to the spirit and design of the text with 
reference to the moral strength, the pow- 
er of faith, the energy of purpose, the 
strength of holy fortitude, and patience, 
and zeal which they demand. It is with 
particular reference to this that it is said, 
“They that wait upon the Lord shall re- 
new their strength; they shall mount up 
with wings as eagles; they shall run and 
not be weary; and they shall walk and not 
faint.” 

It may then be useful for us to dwell 
upon this truth, a truth cheering the 
humble, and one of which we all need to 
be often reminded — that God is the 
strength of His people.

2. In illustration of this text, I would 
refer you first to the condition of the

people of God as being without strength. 
I do not speak of their natural capacity. 
Man was created in God’s own image; 
and though fallen, he retains the faculties 
of his high Original. As an intelligent and 
moral being, he is possessed of godlike 
powers; but as to their proper result, he 
is feeble—in the language of an apostle 
he is “weak through the flesh,” by de- 
pravity he is without strength, he has no 
might, and what man is, as fallen, such 
are the people of God, except as grace 
makes them to differ. Their moral 
strensth, in respect to its source, is not 
in themselves but in God alone. In them- 
selves they are without strength, whethe: 
considered in relation to their duties, their 
trials, or the cause to which they are de- 
voted. They are without strength in re- 
lation to the duties incumbent on them. 
So Paul found himself to be. Hear his la- 
mentation over himself: “To will is pres- 
ent with me; but how to perform that 
which is good I find not. . . . For I delight 
in the Law of God after the inward man: 
But I see another law in my members 
warring against the law in my mind, and 
bringing me into captivity to the law of 
sin which is in my members. O wretched 
man that I am! who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death?” 

Such every person finds himself to be 
who understands the nature of the divine 
law, and endeavors with the same zeal 
and perseverance to obey it. That law de- 
mands not external morality alone, but 
internal holiness. The exclusion of all 
selfishness, pride, covetousness, and envy 
demands absolute purity of love, rever- 
ence, humility, submission, gratitude, and 
good will. Obedience to it on the part of 
fallen men involves a complete revolu- 
tion in their governing intentions, affec- 
tions, and motions, “A new heart and 
new spirit.” To begin this, to break away 
from the dominion of sensible and world- 
ly objects, and come under the influence 
of things invisible, spiritual; to renounce 
worldly ends, and seck as his main end 
the glory of God in doing good; to be 
no more conformed to this world, but 
transformed in the renewing of the mind, 
whoever has seriously made the attempt 
has found not to be of himself, but of 
the grace of God alone; and, having be- 
gun to persevere, he finds to require the 
continued influence of the same grace. 
The grace which he may have had yes- 
terday avails not for today; the good 
impressions, the pleasant frames, the pure 
and pious intentions which he then en-

Hence the 
conflict the Bible supposes Christians to 
be engaged in. Hence their need of con- 
tinual watehfulness and _prayerfulness, 
and having done all to stand, casting 
themselves on God. 


Our Need of Grace 


3. The people of God, then, are with- 
out strength and I would now more di- 
rectly refer you, second, to the fact that 
God strengthens them. By this I mean 
that He gives them not only the ordinary 
support of His providence but also special- 
influences of His grace. He not only pre- 
serves them in being, sustains their intel- 
lectual and moral faculties, and affords 
them the moral restraints and influences 
which are common to men, but He 
vouchsafes to them the grace which is 
effectual to their performance in differ- 
ent degrees of the duties incumbent on 
them, their perseverance with joyfulness 
amidst the trials which befall them, and 
their successful! prosecution of the cause 
of truth and holiness in the world. They 
are “strengthened by his spirit in the in- 
ner man;” “strengthened with all might 
according to his glorious power, unto 
all patience and long suffering, with joy- 
fulness;” not merely capable, as other 
men are, of doing the will and subserv- 
ing the cause of the Redeemer, but en- 
dowed by His Spirit with the moral en- 
ergy, the strength of faith, love, forti- 
tude, and zeal necessary for this purpose. 

That God does, in this manner, 
strengthen His people appears from His 
promises and their experience. It appears 
from His promises, “Fear thou not, for 
I am with thee; be not dismayed, for I 
am thy God; I will strengthen thee; Yea, 
I will bless thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteousness.” 
“My grace is sufficient for thee, for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness.” 
“God is faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that you are able; 
but will, with the temptation, also make 
a way to escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it.” “As thy days so shall thy 
strength be.” “The steps of a good man 
are ordered by the Lord; though he fall, 
he shall not be utterly cast down, for the 
Lord upholdeth him with his hand.”

The Greek ambassador has ex- 
pressed fear that unless a more effective 
means is found to feed the population, 
half of Greece’s population of 8,000,000 
may be dead before the war is over. 
German Church Opposes Nazism 
Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, General 
Secretary of the Federal Council of 
Churches, has reported, after his return 
from Switzerland, that there is a “strong 
core” of resistance by the German 
Church to Nazism. The fact that the 
Gestapo has not taken action against 
Protestant or Catholics, is due to such 
strong support of both churches. This is 
particularly true in France where the 
church has encouraged itself to stand 
up for the Jew.”

Hitler and the Jews 

Undernourishment among Jews in two 
Lodz ghettos in Poland has reached a 
point where the Nazi authorities could 
not find sufficiently strong young Jews 
fit to serve in the special ghetto police 
force. Jews from other occupied areas 
of Poland had to be brought to Lodz to 
take up police duties in the ghetto. The 
Gestapo has ordered the closing of all 
remaining Jewish schools in Germany, 
according to a report by the Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Stockholm Social 
Demokraten. Jewish children over four- 
teen have been sent by the Nazis to do 
farm work in the Ukraine. Jewish com- 
munal buildings that had been used as 
schools were taken over by the Gestapo. 
From London the British section of the 
World Jewish Congress reports that 
more than 1,000,000 Jews have been 
killed or died as a result of ill treatment 
in countries dominated by Germany.

Jewish Mission Results 
The late Dr. Thos. M. Chalmers, 


writ’'ng with regard to Jewish successes, 
states that according to the Jewish Year- 
book the number of Jews throughout 
the world is over 16,000,000. In the 
19th century 72,000 Jews accepted Pro- 
testant baptism, not to mention the 132,- 
000 baptized into the Greek and Roman 
Catholic churches. This is one Protestant 
convert to every 156 of the Jewish 
population at the end of that century. 
The number of baptized converts among 


the heathen and Moslem population in 
the same period was 2,000,000, or one 
to every 525 of the heathen and Moslem 
population. The same degree of success 
among heathen and Moslem as among 
Jews would have shown 7,000,000 of 
converts instead of 2,000,000.

Insidious Army 

Dr. H. J. Ockenga, President, United 
Action, writing in “United Evangelical 
Action,” says, “Hand in hand goes lust 
and immorality.” The New York State 
Liquor Authority said, ‘The more alco- 
hol, the more syphilis.” Col. O. M. Bal- 
dinger, U. S. Army officer in charge of 
the Lockbourne Air Base near Colum- 
bus, Ohio, notified the authorities in Co- 
lumbus that unless the situation was 
cleared up and the area made safe for 
his young men, he would do the job him- 
self. Reports showed that the area had 
“the record for venereal disease in the en- 
tire fifth service command.” He pre- 
sented a list of establishments where li- 
quor permits must be revoked and where 
dance permits be cancelled, and the 
authorities met his demand. In San Fran- 
cisco, city officials, health authorities, 
and police, Commander Benton B. V. 
Scott, representing the vice-admiral, 
said, “We need action immediately.” 
Our men take their last liberty here— 
then in a week or ten days many become 
incapacitated by disease and must be 
relieved of duty. Reporting further on 
the situation in the West Coast metrop- 
olis, Col. Raycroff said, “In one week 
§20 men turned up with venereal dis- 
ease,” “668 for one week in June.” Bal- 
timore and San Antonio are other cities 
which have a black rating in such vices. 
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AINT PETER was, without question, 

one of the most lustrous of the follow- 
ers of Christ during His earthly ministry. 
He was also a most successful defender 
of the FAITH until the day of his death. 
Many times when we think of this great 
apostle our thoughts will invariably ram- 
ble along the paths of his impetuousness, 
or we think of his cowardice at the time 
when our Lord was being tried. The very 
fact that Peter was impulsive has illumi- 
nated his weakness, but if we are to see 
the real son of Jonas and the remarkable 
brother of Andrew, we need hunt very 
little in the pages of Sacred Truth to find 
that he was not a mere satellite of his con- 
temporaries; but instead, his position near 
our Lord was among the three closest of 
the twelve. 

Peter was seldom lacking in tact, no 
matter how awesome the occasion. He 
was not only super-eloquent on the day 
of Pentecost when three thousand souls 
were converted and the great Spirit of 
God was brooding over the hundred and 
twenty in the upper room, but he was 
equally fervent and brilliant under the 
heart-rending circumstances that pre- 
vailed when Jesus finished the great dis- 
course on “THE BREAD OF LIFE.” It 
was this same Peter who said, ““To whom 
shall we go? Thou hast the words of eter- 
nal life.” These words were spoken in 
answer to the query of our Lord after 
all the multitude had left Him. because 
of His teaching on the bread of life. Pic- 
ture, if you can, the Son of God as He 


' stood there with heavy heart after He 


saw the vast multitude reject His offer 
of the soul-sustaining manna from heav- 
en. Picture Him as He turns to His own 
beloved twelve and solemnly asks them, 
“Will ye also go away?” It was a moment 
of trial. The twelve were not on the 
mountain top of success in their new way 
of life. Instead the great leader of their 
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souls was being rebuffed in a most un- 
grateful manner. Peter was never more 
inspiring than he was during this experi- 
ence and he gave one of the most simple 
and yet the most logical answers that 
could ever be given as he confidently 
said, “To whom shall we go? Thou hast 
the words of eternal life.” These words 
have inspired all of us when the devil 
tells us to turn from our Lord to some 
other path. I am sure you can see that 
this answer was not only sincere, but it 
was most opportune. None of us will ever 
know just how much of an impression 
these words had on the other eleven dis- 
ciples. We will never know just how 
these simple words from this converted 
fisherman may have strengthened the 
hearts of his brethren. We only know that 
they have proven their worth to every 
generation since that time. 

It is because of Peter’s unusual ability 
to be the master of such extraordinary 
circumstances that I feel it proper to turn 
to him for guidance in studying Chris- 
tian diplomacy. The First Epistle of Peter 
deals with Christian conduct and you 
will notice how beautiful his instructions 
are woven with the blessedness of our per- 
sonal salvation and the immense price 
paid by Christ to redeem our souls from 
the powers of darkness. He reminds them 
of the facr that they are strangers and 
the very fact that he refers to them as 
being scattered was a beautiful way of 
saying that they were not a majority 
group. He hastens to assure them of the 
fact that they are exclusive, if not su- 
perior, numerically. To be a follower of 
the despised Nazarene was to invite pri- 
vations and severe sufferings, so the em- 
misary of the early Church was on hand 
to comfort the objects of these infernal 
assaults by Satan and to tell them that 
they were a CHOSEN GENERATION, 
A ROYAL PRIESTHOOD, A HOLY 
NATION, A PECULIAR PEOPLE, and 
that God had selected them to glorify 
His name. 

Peter not only taught the people that 
Christ came to save sinners, but he also 
let them understand that being a Chris- 


‘tian was the highest station in this life 


and would assure all the elect of God a 
station above the angels. In 1 Peter 3:15, 
he exhorts us to sanctify the Lord God 
in our hearts and be ready to give an 
answer to every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear. All of us should be 
prepared to do just that. Oh, the tragedies

truths of the Bible. In the shops, the 
mills, the schools, the homes, and on the 
streets many an anxious inquirer for the 
road to peace and happiness, has been side- 
tracked simply because we fail to heed 
the admonition of Jesus, who said, “Be 
ye wise as serpents but harmless as doves.” 
We are told that the children of this 
world are wiser in their generation than 
the children of light. Certainly, our Lord 
knew what was coming when He gave 
these warnings. May God arouse us to 
the plain truth that we are the greatest 
adversaries of the cause we seek to cham- 
pion. It is because we are not tactful in 
our approach to the problems we desire 
to solve. Many times we lose a member 
in our church because we fail to study 
Christian diplomacy in dealing with him. 
Paul tells us how we should deal with 
our brethren. Some of us are too easy 
and careless and others of us are too se- 
vere, too domineering. We tread where 
angels refrain from walking. Too often 
we are concerned more with self-defense 
than the defense of the gospel. Often the 
underlying cause of our blunders is that 
we are void of the accompaniment of the 
spirit of Christ. 

While every nation on earth is spending 
millions of dollars for skilled men and 
women to represent their government in 
the dealings of international affairs, we, 
the ambassadors of the court of heaven, 
are blundering oftentimes in the most 
important affairs of all time and eternity. 
We hinder our own work by harsh deal- 
ings with our fellow Christians and by so 
doing we destroy the unity of the Church, 
which in turn renders us impotent. You 
have seen not only the ravages of such 
blunders in the local community of 
Christians, but its numbing influences 
are often felt in the ranks of the Chris- 
tian ministry. The ministry is responsi- 
ble for the widest rifts in all Christen- 
dom. Certainly the great writers of the 
Bible were cognizant of the many snares 
that the unwary would stumble into, 
which would wreck and divide the souls 
of men. “A good word fitly spoken is 
like apples of gold in pictures of silver.” 
Many times someone who knows the art 
of “soft answers turning away wrath” 
can save a church from division which 
otherwise would be torn by men and 
women who sadly but certainly are void 
of the understanding which every true

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_ arguments arise concerning 
the subject of this article, while 
some even *confirm and establish their 
doctrine by it. Others will interpret it in 
he light of whaf they hope it teaches. 
I am afraid that some guess at its meaning 
‘in order to avoid embarrassment when 
upon for an afhswer. 
f - "Now, brethren, let’s be consistent. We 
Rave no reason for “kidding” ourselves 
fF * “or holding to a personal opinion. Just re- 
member that we have a desire to know 
“the truth and let us lay aside for the 
time-being all previous or prejudiced 
opinion. 
_ Undue Stress 
A phrase omitted is a verse unfitted. 
- On the other hand, a phrase greatly 
stressed often hides the rest. Nearly every 
_ explanation of Hebrews 6:1-6 that I have 
heard gives entirely too much stress to 
the words “fall away.” Friend, if you 
insist on a difference between “falling” 
and “falling away,” you are going to find 
yourself at the end of the road when you 
discover that these people could again be 
restored to God even though they had 
“fallen away.” The words “fall away” 
need only to be mentioned, not stressed. 
The Starting-Point 
Just as the parable of the ten virgins 
cannot be understood without a knowl- 
edge of its pretext, neither can the first 
six verses of the sixth chapter of Hebrews 
be understood without a knowledge of its 
pretext also. 
We find the starting-point in Hebrews 
§:12 (preceding chapter). Read it care- 
fully. “For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, YE HAVE NEED THAT 
ONE TEACH YOU AGAIN which be 
the FIRST PRINCIPLES OF THE OR- 
ACLES OF GOD; and ARE BECOME 
such as have need of milk, and not of 
strong meat.” 
Does not the author of Hebrews say 
in this verse that “by this time they 
should have been teachers themselves”? 
Does not the verse read that instead of 
them being teachers “they had need of 
being taught”? Does it not declare that 
they once were taught, and once had a 
knowledge of the first principles? If not, 
then why does the phrase read “ye have 
need that one teach you again’’? 
What did they need to be taught? Ac- 
cording to the scripture it was “the first 
principles of the oracles of God.” Are not 
these first principles mentioned in He- 
brews 6:1-6? Is there not a connection 
between these passages? Then 5:12 is the 
starting-point. 
Notice the verb “are become.” That 
just simply means they used to be one 
thing but they “became” another. It in- 
dicates change. 
Next, what did they become? And 
are become “such as have need of milk 
and not of strong meat.” At one time 
they were able to partake of meat but 
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- convert in Christ.

they became stich as have need of milk. 
The following verses tell us why this 
happened and the verses of our text (6: 
1-6) tell us that they had “fallen away.” 
Just what is the main idea of He- 
brews 5:12? What is the thing he is 
talking about? Here it is: TEACHING 
AGAIN THE PRIMARY EXPERI- 
ENCES (first principles) OF SALVA- 
TION TO THOSE WHO WERE ONCE 
SAVED, AND AFTERWARD BACK- 
SLID. Now, all you have to do is to read 
it with an open mind. Just take the verse 
for what it is trying to convey to you. 
I promise you that I have nothing in the 
hat, nor anything up my sleeve, and truly 
there are no “gags” in the verse itself. 
Let’s follow up this twelfth verse 
while on our way to the sixth chapter. 
“For everyone ‘that useth milk is un- 
skillful in the word of righteousness: for 
he is a babe.” The word “babe” has ab- 
solutely nothing to do with being a new 
It refers altogether 
to the lack of knowledge. They were at

SISLASSDSSLAASSASADSLSAAASASASASS Ls 
one time in position to become teachers, 
but instead they became such’ as have 
need of milk, that is, they had become 
babes in knowledge and _ needed to be 
taught again the sincere milk of the Word 
—the first principles. 

What caused them to backslide? They 
simply failed to develop their mental po- 
tentialities or exercise their senses 
through which we gain knowledge. This 
is proven in the next verse (5:14). “But 
strong meat belongeth to them that are 
of full age (not a babe, but one who is 
intellectually developed), even those who 
by reason of use have their senses exer- 
cised to discern both good and evil.” 

If a Christian will develop his talents, 
use his reasoning power, and exercise his 
senses, he will grow in the knowledge of 
the Lord and become able to handle the 
Bible efficiently. (Who said you should 
not attend Bible School?) One who fails 
to develop his intellectual capacities will 
soon not be as able to discern between 
good and evil as he once was, consequent- 
ly he will backslide and be overcome in 
the snare of his own ignorance. 


We have now covered the pretext to 
Hebrews 6:1-6. Is it not clear to you that 
the author’s central theme is that of 
“teaching again the first principles of the 
doctrine of Christ to those who were once 
saved, knew the truth, and then back- 
slid”? 

All right then! If we agree to that 
fact, is not the same truth to be ac- 
knowledged in Hebrews 6:1-6? Does not 
the same thought remain? Are not the 
same expressions used? Is not chapter six 
a continuation of chapter five? There- 
fore... 

The Key Verse 

You cannot overlook the third verse 
(Heb. 6:3) and hope to explain these 
passages, or even a part thereof. The 
third verse is the key verse. “And this 
will we do, IF GOD PERMIT.” Have 
you ever wondered what this is that the 
author of Hebrews will do if God will 
permit it? In other words, he is willing 
to do a certain thing if he is sure that 
it is also God’s will. 

But what is that certain thing? Some 
say that it refers to a single phrase in the 
first verse of the chapter which reads 
“let us go on unto perfection.” This is 
a mistake. This phrase means but very lit- 
tle except as the phrases before and after 
it are read with it. “THEREFORE 
LEAVING THE PRINCIPLES OF THE 
DOCTRINE OF CHRIST, let us go on 
unto perfection.” 

There is no question as to going on un- 
to perfection. Common reasoning tells one 
that God is not going to forbid you ob- 
taining a “more perfect knowledge” of 
the secondary principles such as the truths 
of theology, of prophecy, and of philos- 
ophy. 

Since we know beyond doubt that God 
will permit anyone to go on unto per- 
fection at any time, the key verse cannot 
be referring to the phrase “let us go un- 
to perfection.” If it does, why did he vk 
“IF God permit”? There are no “IF’s” i 
God’s will, if growth is the question. 

But what is the questionable thing? 
What, then, is the doubtful issue? All 
right, let’s quote not only the first verse 
but the second also and then we will 
readily understand the third (key verse). 
“Therefore LEAVING THE PRIN- 
CIPLES OF THE DOCTRINE OF 
CHRIST, let us go on unto perfection; 
NOT LAYING AGAIN THE FOUN- 
DATION (1) of repentance from dead 

works and (2) of faith toward God, (3) 
of the DOCTRINE of baptisms and (4) 
of laying on of hands, and (5) of resur- 
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rection of the dead, and (6) of eternal 
judgment.” 

’ ‘What are all of those above enumer- 
ated phrases? Are they not doctrines? Are 
they not the first principles? Are they 
not the truths which he has once taught 
to the backsliders, who now have “need” 
of being taught again? Consequently, he 
says, “Therefore LEAVING THE PRIN- 
CIPLES OF THE DOCTRINE OF 
CHRIST.” In other words, “let us go on 
unto perfection, not laying again the 
foundation (first principles) .” 

Does not this first verse coincide with 
§:12 perfectly? One says “the first prin- 
ciples of the oracles of God;” the other 
says “the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ.” One says “again;” the other says 
the same. If the pretext was talking about 
“teaching again to backsliders” does not 
this first verse teach the same thing? 

But why does the author doubt that it 
would be God’s will to preach, teach, and 
lay again the foundation, which be the 
first principles, “FOR THOSE WHO 
WERE ONCE ENLIGHTENED, AND 
HAVE TASTED OF THE HEAVENLY 
GIFT, AND WERE MADE PARTAK- 
ERS OF THE HOLY GHOST, AND 
HAVE TASTED THE GOOD WORD 
OF GOD, AND THE POWERS OF 
THE WORLD TO COME” (VV. 4, 5) 
and then fell into a backslidden state 
afterward? 

The Reason Why 

“FOR IT IS IMPOSSIBLE (for those 
who were once enlightened) IF THEY 
SHALL FALL AWAY, TO RENEW 
THEM AGAIN UNTO REPENT- 
ANCE.” It is impossible for WHOM to 
renew them again unto repentance? US! 
Who is the US? The same “us” as found 
in verse one, “let US go on unto perfec- 
tion .. . for it is impossible (FOR US) 
to renew them again unto repentance.” 
In other words, there is not much good 
to be accomplished in preaching to those 
who have already known the truth, even 
if they are backslidden. “Let US go on.” 
There are so many who are not saved and 
have not heard the truth that a preacher 
might be out of God’s will by preaching 
it to the same ones again. 

Proof From Grammar 


So you object to my inserting the words 
“FOR US” between the verbs “fall away” 
and “to renew,” do you? 

Now, brother, don’t get too fast, be- 
cause I have you trapped before you start. 
Let’s quote the phrase again, “ .. . if 
they shall fall away, TO RENEW THEM 


again unto repentance... ” 
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It is an example of ACTIVE VOICE 
—the OBJECT “them” being acted upon 


by the subject. “Them” is the OBJECT 
of the VERB “to renew,” but where is 
the subject of this verb? It is the SUB- 
JECT that is doing the acting upon, 
therefore we must find the SUBJECT in 
order to know whether it is impossible 
for GOD to renew them again, or for 
THE TEACHING OF MAN to renew 
them again. If GOD is the SUBJECT 
of the VERB “to renew,” then there is 
no hope for the backslider. If MAN is 
the SUBJECT of the VERB “to renew,” 
then hope still remains even though one 
is backslidden. 

Do we find any word in verse six to 
serve as the SUBJECT of the VERB “to 
renew”? No, for the word “they” is the 
antecedent of “‘them;” i. e., they are the 
same group of people. Do we find one in 
the fifth verse? There is no SUBJECT in 
the fifth verse, for all the VERBS in 


verse five have for their SUBJECT the © 


word “those” of the fourth verse. 

Again we have returned to the key 
verse (V. 3). 
God permit.” Who is going to perform 
the DOING, provided it is God’s will? 
It is WE that will DO. The only ques- 
tion in their mind is “IF God is willing.” 
Well then, there must be some pretty 
good reason for thinking it might not be 
God’s will, and that is ““WE” cannot re- 
new them- again unto repentance by 
preaching to them again the things they 
ence had in their own heart. 

“We” is in the NOMINATIVE CASE 
and would be the SUBJECT of the 
VERB “to renew,” if it could, at the 
same time, be the OBJECT of the PREP- 
OSITION “for” which must be inserted 
to make sense. It is incorrect to say “for 
we,” but one should say “for us.” The 
“us” is the same group of people as the 
“we,” but “we” cannot be the SUB- 
JECT of the VERB “to renew” and also 
the OBJECT of the PREPOSITION 
“for” in any instance, or at any time. 
But the word “us” CAN serve both pur- 
poses and it is here in Hebrews six that 
it does. 

But where do we find the word “us” 


_in these verses? In the first verse, my 


friend, in the first verse—‘“let US go 
en unto perfection, not laying again the 
foundation (doctrines).” Don’t you see 
that it is the “we,” or rather the “us” 
that is in action? Well, glory to God, I’m 
about to get happy, hallelujah! Just a 
minute, brother, let me get back to nor- 
mal.

If the statement of the author had beell a 
expressed in “passive voice,” those who 
stress and emphasize the words “fall 
away” would be consistent in doing so. 
In the “passive voice” it would read, “It 
is impossible for those . . . if they shall 
fall away, FOR THEM TO BE RE- 
NEWED AGAIN unto repentance.” The « * 
object becomes the subject of the verb 
“to renew.” Thus, the words “fall away” 
WOULD mean “forever lost, without 
hope and without redemption.” But it 
cannot mean that for it is not written 
in “passive voice.’ 
Then what DOES the term “fall oul 
mean? Let me ask YOU a question, What 
did these backsliders once have? They 
fell, my brother, from what they used to 
have. Their former experiences are found ‘ 
in verses four and five. “Those who were ~*~ wes! 


heavenly gift, and were made partakers 
of the Holy Ghost, and have tasted the 
good word of God, and the powers of the 
world to come, IF THEY SHALL FALL 
AWAY...” Fall away from what? 
From the experiences which he just named 
beforehand. These are no different than 
the experiences which we have, and those 
who fell from them were no worse than 
the backsliders today. Let’s be consistent, 
brethren, and not go to other places or 
sources for interpretations when they are 
to be found in the very scriptures that 
are being discussed. 
Crucifixion 

One more thing, preacher, and I be- 
lieve I can accept your explanation. All 
right, what is that one thing, brother? 
It is the latter part of verse six—‘‘see- 
ing they CRUCIFY TO THEMSELVES 
the Son of God afresh, and put him to 
AN OPEN SHAME.” 

Yes, I thought that was it. Like many 
other scriptures, this one is also exagger- 
ated and is interpreted by reading your 
own feelings into it. This is easy to under- 
stand, if you will stop long enough to 
reason. 

This verse contains no condition more 
than that of any other backslider. When 
you came to God and was cleansed by 
the blood thie “old man” was crucified. 
No longer did the principle of sin reign 
in your heart, but a principle of holiness. 
The “new man” resided in the heartdiad

Wee I promise my boy I am going 
to take him fishing in the morn- 
ing, he believes it, and he acts as if he be- 
lieved it. He gets all his lines ready. He 
tells his boy friends he’s going fishing 
with daddy in the morning. He goes 
around whistling. He asks numerous 
" questions and _ recalls past days—all 
about fishing. He reminds me to retire 
early. He gives every evidence that his 
mind is very much upon the forthcom- 
ing fulfillment of the promise his daddy 
has made him. And many minutes be- 
fore the alarm goes off in the morning 
he is at my bedside whispering, “Daddy, 
Daddy, is it time to get up?” 
And folks who have faith in the 
PROMISES of God act like it. Did you 
ever hear a person praying, “Oh, Lord, 
I do hope there is a heaven,” or, “Dear 
Jesus, I surely hope you are com‘ng again 
some day”? No, indeed! not among hol- 
iness people. Why, we believe in heaven 
and in the second coming of the Lord! 
Sure! Why, any time a pastor wants a 
sure fire sermon, just let him tell the 
folks about heaven or about the soon 
coming of Jesus and they’ll shout. Why? 
Because by FAITH they have it in their 
hearts. They already have the substance 
and evidence of heaven and of the soon 
coming of Jesus planted deep in their 
souls. Well then, why is it that these 
same precious folk will take another 
equally mighty promise of God and pray 
over it like this: ‘Dear Jesus, I do hope 
that you will heal my body,” or, “Lord, 
you have heard and answered prayers so 
often, I do hope you will save my son”? 
Is it not because that great inexplicable 
faith which has permeated their whole 
being and caused them to shout with 
great joy about the place, heaven, and 
the coming event, the advent of Jesus, 
neither of which they have yet seen. has 
never succeeded in getting an equal faith 
grip in their hearts to accept with a 
joyous shout of praise the other promises 
of God? 
Faith Tested and Rewarded 
Then let us say, that one of the might- 
iest secrets of prevailing faith, of putting 
faith in practice, of ever increasing 
faith, is to shout the victory in the face 
of the devil; to just take the promises of 
God for whatever it is we want, pray 
through on it and then go around hap- 
pily praising the Lord about it. What do 
you suppose I would have thought of my 
boy if he asked me three or four times, 
“Daddy, are you sure we are going fish- © 
_ ing tomorrow?” and later, when asked 
if adt , had his things ready, “Well, no, 
»Diey were wasn’t sure whether you in- 
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FAITH--How T

tended to go or not”? Well sir, I would 
have thought that he didn’t have much 
faith in his father’s promises, or else he 
just wasn’t much interested. And I won- 
der if God doesn’t sometimes think. that 
of our lack of enthusiastic response to 
His promises. 

Well, Brother Archer, you don’t want 
me to shout and praise God when I don’t 
feel like it, do you? That would be like 
not praying except when you feel like it. 
That’s just when one needs to pray, and 
praise, when he doesn’t feel like it. That’s 
where your faith is put into action. 


Tested Again 
We were in a revival in Los Angeles, 
and, as was my custom, I announced 
nightly FAITH messages to precede the 
regular service by one-half hour. The 
response was splendid and for three weeks 
I gave these nightly preliminary mes-

sages to a full auditorium. I was quite 
content with myself and everything in 
general. Then one afternoon I developed 
a wonderful headache. I don’t have them 
often, but when I do have one I know 
it. Every time I moved quickly or spoke 
above a moderate voice my head seemed 
on the verge of breaking. You know 
what I mean. I said, “Sister Archer, 
you'll have to give my faith study to- 
night. I’ll be there in the back room but 
I just couldn’t stand to speak loud with 
this head.” She said she would and we 
went to church. About ten minutes be- 
fore time I peeked out. The house was 
buzzing with a happy expectant crowd 
of people. Then a voice within began to 
speak, “Unhuh, great faith preacher, eh? 
You have been telling the people for three 
weeks that faith is believing before see- 
ing and manifesting that belief through 
praise and other action. Now why don’t 
YOU praise the Lord?” “But I can’t, 
Lord, this head is killing me!” The con- 
viction continued until I said, ‘Well, 
anyway, I can kneel down on the plat- 
form and pray and Sister Archer doesn’t 
need to tell them why she is taking my 
place”—she often gave one of the faith 
studies anyway. But this didn’t suit the 
Lord. As I knelt on the platform five 
minutes before time, the Lord said, 
““Now praise the Lord.” I said in a quiet 
voice, “Praise you, Jesus.” Oh, my 
head! A_ little louder, “Praise you, 
Jesus.” It hurt a little less and some-

thing was welling up within. “PRAISE 
YOU, JESUS! HALLELUJAH!” — the 
more I praised the less the head throbbed 
and the happier I felt until I hit the 
pulpit preaching. When Sister Archer 
came in I was going full blast and she 
was smiling. She said it was the best 
faith message I ever did give. It is my 
firm conviction that here is one of the 
greatest secrets of a successful faith life, 
the secret of praise to victory. Now 
let’s see what the Bible says about it. 
The scriptures and illustrations are so 
numerous that I cannot possibly use 
them all. 
Admonished To Praise 


Paul tells us in 1 Thess. 5:16-18, 
“Rejoice evermore. Pray without ceas- 
ing. In everything give thanks; for this 
IS THE WILL OF GOD in Christ 
Jesus concerning you.” The Psalms are, 
of course, full of instructions and illus- 
trations of praising the Lord under all 
circumstances. No doubt one reason God 
loved David so was because he was so 
full of praise to his God. 


The children of Israel were in a tough 
spot when they reached Jericho, They 
were promised the city, but they must 
first encompass it once a day for six 
days and on the seventh go around it 
seven times. They all had to march. 
There was no evident sense in it. They 
were no doubt hot and dusty and dis- 
obedient by the end of the sixth day. 
The soldiers on the walls must have 
hooted them to scorn. Then on the sev- 
enth day, when that weary group has 
been asked to get up before breakfast 
and make a seven-time march, I imagine 
that if that crowd had had a right to 
vote they would have put poor old 
Joshua out right there and got them a 
new General Overseer. And then to top 
it all off, when they finally dragged 
their weary fcet the last mile of the 
seventh trip, Joshua said, “Well now, 
folks, ‘SHOUT; for the Lord hath given 
you the city’” (Joshua 6:16). I can’t, 
by any stretch of the imagination, be- 
lieve that those folks felt like shouting. 
They had been doing this for seven days. 
The only difference they could see was 
that they were far more weary. The 
walls were still there and the enemy still 
jeering. But something in the confident 
faith of their leader inspired them and 
they expressed their faith in the prom- 
ises of God in the face of all evidence 
by SHOUTING, and Paul tells us that 
“by FAITH the walls of Jericho fell” 
(Heb. 11:30).

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CIVILIZATION IN THE 
BALANCE

The day is long past when thinking 
men disapprove of missions. Opponents 
of missions are as out-of-date as any 
set of men in the world. It is open to 
individual Christians to prefer this or 
that type of missionary enterprise. It is 
even open for them to criticize some 
of the methods of certain mission work, 
because the Christian Church is still 
learning the business of missions and 
has to go through trial and error in 
order to find the best way. But it is 
not open to a Christian to object to the 
missionary enterprise of the church as 
if it were something that the church 
could prosecute or neglect as it likes 
and which is open to a Christian to 
support or not according to his whim. 


The fundamental facts of the case 
are: (1) that Christ laid mission work 
upon His followers and the matter 
therefore is not open to discussion. 
“Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things which I say?” (2) By 
its very nature the Christian religion 
is a universal religion, Jesus Christ 
claimed to be the light of the world, 
and it is not, therefore, open to any 
man who claims His name to believe 
or act as if he believed that while the 
Christian religion was good for the 
United States, for Britain and for some 
other chosen countries, it was too good 
for the races of mankind. The kind of 
tolerance which talks of all religions as 
good for those who practice them, to 
the exclusion of the claim of Christiani- 
ty to be best of all religions, is just not 
to understand the nature of Christiani- 
ty and its demands. (3) The turmoil 
in the world today reinforces the claims 
of Christ and Christianity. More and 
more men and governments are coming 
to see the true meaning of the crisis in 
which we are. Either the world must 
learn to practise the Christian values 
and verities and give to God the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ His due place 
in the world, or mankind will go down 
into a dark night of tyranny, driven by 
a godless state or equally godless totali- 
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tarian and aggressive power. No terms 
can be made between Christianity and 
the dictator powers which would domi- 
nate the world. Our whole civilization 
is in the balance and when we have won 
the war it will still be in the balance 


unless Christianity gives vision and 
impetus to the victors. 
For these and for other reasons, 


even in time of war when there are so 
many other claims upon us, the mem- 
bers of the Christian Church must 
prosecute the missionary endeavor and 
recognize in it one of the great for- 
.mative forces of the new world strug- 
gling to birth.

First-aid supplies are 
needed, and many other articles that 
tend to help and encourage the wounded 
and dying. Lighted Pathways, Evangels, 
and Testaments can be mailed to the 
Army camps. 


The Christian can sacrifice many so- 
called daily necessities, which in reality 
are luxuries in the present crisis. The 
savings on these luxuries should be in- 
vested in bonds and saving stamps. 
This nation, which the Pilgrims and 
Puritans founded, and for which they 
suffered privation, is certainly worth 
any sacrifice today. They went to church 
with their guns on their shoulders to 
protect them from the savage Indians. 
Their purpose in this country was to 
establish religious freedom. They sacri- 
ficed their homes and homeland for this 
privilege. We should bz willing to sacri- 
fice in order to maintain this heritage 
of religious toleration. Christians, above 
all citizens, should be economical in the 
use of their automobile tires, gasoline, 
and other rationed articles. 


Last, but no means least, it is our re- 
sponsibility to pray for God’s will to be 
carried out in the conflict. The Word 
says, ““The effectual fervent prayer of a 
*-bteous man availeth much.” Do you 


believe that? If so, we should earnestly 
pray for our relatives and friends that 
they may be saved if they fall in battle 
for their country. According to the 
Bible, it becomes our duty to pray for 
our rulers and national leaders. Have you 
earnestly, sincerely, and _ effectually 
prayed for President Roosevelt and the 
deliberations of our Congress? Here lies 
an important obligation, even a com- 
mand, that can only be carried out by 
the Church.—Vessie D. Hargrave.

I am 
cast out of thy sight .. .; I went down 
to the bottoms of the mountains; the 
earth with her bars was about me for- 
ever.” 

In the midst of all this suffering Jonah 
makes one of the most marvelous and 
least quoted statements in all the Bible. 
He said, Jonah 2:8, “They that observe 
lying vanities forsake their own mercy.” 
In other words, if we begin looking at 
our terrible circumstances (which are 
lies in the eyes of faith and BY faith al- 
ready gone), then we FORSAKE our 
own mercy. That is, the mercy God 
would have extended to us had we be- 
lieved. Then it doesn’t matter about your 
circumstances. Conditions mean nothing 
to Christ. It is. not our condition but 
our faith that counts. A cancer is no 
more difficult than a pimple to God. It 
is we who make the giants in Caanan 
land bigger than God. 

Faith in Action 

So in other words, Jonah said, “God 
is bigger than my circumstances.” “I 
will look again toward thy holy temple,” 
V. 4. “I cried by reason of mine afflic- 
tion unto the Lord,” V. 2. And in verse 
nine we find the real secret of Jonah’s 
deliverance. He said, “But I will sacri- 
fice unto thee with the voice of 
THANKSGIVING.” Notice he said it 
was a sacrifice. He didn’t feel like prais- 
ing the Lord: It wasn’t a holiness camp 
mesting. He looked around at the inside 

m'l-of that am x fish and it didn’t look 
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His head hurt and he felt nauseated and 
his heart wasgglark. But he stretched a 
leg and said, , traise the Lord.” The old 
whale blinked \. ind said, “I thought that 
fellow was dead long ago.” Jonah felt a 
touch of faith and said, “HALLELU- 
JAH!” throwing out both arms in a 
gesture of praise, and kicking the other 
leg. Well sir, by that time he felt so 
good I can see him putting on an old- 
fashioned holiness, Holy Ghost dance 
right there inside that whale. The Lord 
spoke to that fish to get on up out of 
there and back toward land and dis- 
charge his cargo, and He didn’t have to 
speax twice, tor that huge fish already 
had his motor running and was shifting 
into high. He just couldn’t stand that 
hallelujah preacher putting on a camp 
meeting there inside. And, my friend, 
may I say in all love that when the 
enemy comes in like a flood and tries to 
fasten his dark diseases and discourage- 
ment upon you, if you'll just turn loose 
a barrage of praise on him, he'll get out 
of there in a hurry. For there’s one thing 
that the devil can’t tolerate, and that 
God loves, and that’s for the saints of 
God to praise the Lord. 
Results of Faith 

Paul and Silas got a call of the Lord 
to hold a revival over in Macedonia. 
They had tried to go several other places 
where there were perhaps bigger crowds, 
or more money, or better churches, but 
the Spirit forbade them (Acts 16:6-9), 
so then they got their revival call to 
Macedonia and said they were sure this 
was the call of the Lord (V. 10). They 
had a good little revival there and then 
the devil went to work. They were cap- 
tured and beaten until their backs were 
like raw hamburger, and locked deep in 
the darkest cell of the prison, with their 
hands and feet fastened in stocks, And 
it was night. 

Well, if ever a fellow had a fine op- 
portunity to grumble a little about his 
lot, here was the time. Paul might have 
said, “Well, Silas, I guess we missed the 
Lord that time, eh?” And Silas could 
have said, “Yeah, I never did believe 
much in them visions no way. Why 
didn’t we go on over to Bithynia? We'd 
have had a lot better revival there and 
got better offerings and missed all this 
mess.” 

But no! Despite horribly mangled, 
bleeding backs; despite their evident de- 
feat; despite the camp cell, locked 
hands and feet, and black, black night, 
I hear the voice of Paul through the 
gloom, “Glory,” and Silas, ‘Amen, 
Jesus!” and Paul, “Glory to God! Glory, 
GLORY, OH, HALLEJULAH! Ain’t 
it great to be saved, Silas?” Silas—talk- 
ing in tongues and praising the Lord. 
Paul bursts forth inter "Oh, it’s 
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time they started to repeat the chorus 
God joined in on the bass and shook the 
prison doors open and shook their shakles 
off and they went on back and finished 
their revival. Well glory! I tell you 
folks, no matter how dark your prison, or 
how strong the shackles that bind you, 
just lift your voice in the praise of 
faith unto God and He'll throw the 
devil out and set you free. Acts 16:23- 
34. In 2 Cor. 10:4 we read, “For the 
weapons of our warfare are not carnal 
(that is, not natural weapons), but 
mighty through God to the pulling down 
of strong holds.” 

And Paul continues by at once warn- 
ing us against the great destroyer of our 
faith and of our health, the exact oppo- 
site of praise, IMAGINATIONS. Verse 
five, “Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought to 
the obedience of Christ.” 

Praise ye the Lord!

Precious Promises 


4. To whom do the precious promises 
belong? They are the common inheritance 
of those who, by the faith of the gospel, 
are reconciled to God. “That by two im- 
mutable things, by which it is impos- 
sible for God to lie, they may have a 
strong consolation who have fled for 
refuge, to lay hold on the hope set be- 
fore them which hope we have as an an- 
chor to the soul, both sure and steadfast.” 

In accordance with these promises is 
the testimony of experience. Witness the 
experience of Abraham, of Moses, of 
David, and of the apostles, by whom, 
though weak as other men, such wonders 
of grace were done both in their acts of 
faith and the success of their efforts in 
the work of redemption. Witness the 
whole list of worthies of whom the apos- 
tle makes mention to the Hebrews, who, 
“out of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight 
the armies of the aliens,” and what is far 
more glorious, “wrought righteousness, 
obtained promises, and were tortured, not 
accepting of deliverance, that they might 
obtain a better resurrection.” Witness the 
multitude of the people of God in all 
ages; for which one of them all, in the 
endless variety of duties, services and 
trials allotted them, notwithstanding 
their conscious weakness and temporary 
defeats and backslidings, has not upon 
the whole been sustained in the faith and 
patience of the saints, and been carried 
triumphantly through? Witness also the 
preservation and progress of the Church 
of God by their means from age to age. 
Fires of persecutions and floods of temp- 
tation, the power of states and the sub- 
a. 
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tlety of Satan and his hosts have been em- 
ployed to destroy her, and still she sits 
and sings, “God is our refuge and 
strength, therefore will we not fear. The 
Lord of hosts is with us; the God of Jacob 
is our refuge.” The Lord will give 
strength to His people.

expression prompted by the love of God 
can be the greatést resource for good 
within our grasp or that human expres- 
sion void of love and the gift of under- 
standing is a curse which has strewn the 
shores of time with frightful shipwrecks 
of faith. The ghastly shadows of these 
failures will substantially subtract from 
the glorious rewards that might have oth- 
erwise been enjoyed by men who had a 
zeal for God but were without knowl- 
edge.

you were a Christian indeed. Rom. 6:6. 

But—when you backslide and fall, 
away from your experiences, do you not 
allow the “old man” to be “resurrected” 
and in turn “crucify” the “new man”? 
Where do you crucify Him afresh—on 
the cross? No, but UNTO YOURSELF. 
Isn’t that what it says: “seeing they cru- 
cify TO THEMSELVES the Son of God 
afresh”? In other words, the principle of 
holiness and the “new man” are no longer 
within the heart, but are crucified. Christ 
is crucified that Barabbas might go free. 

Only one more thought remains. How 
is He (Son of God) put to an open 
shame? Well, does not the very fact that 
2 person who falls from the wonderful 
experiences to which he has publicly tes- 
tified so many times, bring reproach up- 
on the cause? “Is not the name of God 
blasphemed among the Gentiles through 
you?” Rom. 2:24. A backslider brings 
shame upon the Church and tends to de- 
stroy confidence in the saving power of 
the blood. But he CAN _ be renewed 
again; however, it is not reasonable to 
believe that one must go to him and 
preach again the things he used to have 
in order for him to be renewed. The 
backslider knows already what is re- 
quired, therefore, the minister is not par- 
ticularly obligated to the backslider but 
rather to the man who has never heard 
the story of Jesus. 

And so we now have come to a “dis- 
cussion of values” which will follow this 
article in the next issue. May God bless
